One of these notes was passed m 
the betting ring.at Newbury races 
writes a sporting correspondent. of 
The Daily Mail, Ut is_onty oye _of 
‘many ingeniously faked notes which 
have been cashed in the belief that 
they were perfectly good ones, and 
the probability is that thousands. of 
pounds have been netted by the 
authors of the plot. - 
The details of these extensive 
frauds are of a very remarkable 
nature, adds the correspondent. ° 
Before the war. all) bank. notes 
being returned to the Bank of Eng- 
Jand were cancelled and sent to a 
paper factory to be reduced t» pulp 
for cenversion into Lew notes. The 
catwellation was done by tearing off 
the lower right-hand corner of the 
notes and perforating three or- four. 
holes in the centre lg 
During the war this practice was 
suspended, the notes being reissued 
timeafter time. Recently however, 
the old system was reverted to,-and 
dhe notes were cancelled after being 
paid in at the Bank of England. 
‘Among the ‘notes fately cancelled 
were a large number of £100 notes. 
To the surprise of the authorities 
some of these notes “have been paid 
into banks. Examination showed 
that the notes had been most skilfully 
“repaired.” = 
‘The comer torn off had been care.
